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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
argument with regards to the prior art cited have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The prior art cited does not teach individually or in combination the 
limitations of the instant invention for the following reasons: 

• Crane (6,745,325) although teaching an air handling luminaire with a light 
diffuser, Crane does not teach the combination of a channel having at least one 
air handling slot located in an upper surface of the channel a casing disposed 
within the channel having a substantially curvilinear lower surface a linear 
extrusion abutting said curvilinear lower surface and slidably adjustable along 
said curvilinear lower surface or a channel housing a tilt and lock mechanism, 
said tilt and lock mechanism having an upper portion and lower portion said 
lower potion being slidably adjustable through a preselected arc within the 
channel said channel having a plurality of air handling slots. 

• Usher et al (6,170,967)although teaching a track lighting system with a channel 
housing a light source that is rotatable and adjustable along an axis, Usher et al 
does not teach individually and no motivation was found to combine Usher et al 
with another reference to teach the limitations of a channel having at least one 
air handling slot located in an upper surface of the channel a casing disposed 
within the channel having a substantially curvilinear lower surface a linear 
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extrusion abutting said curvilinear lower surface and slidably adjustable along 
said curvilinear lower surface or a channel housing a tilt and lock mechanism, 
said tilt and lock mechanism having an upper portion and lower portion said 
lower potion being slidably adjustable through a preselected arc within the 
channel said channel having a plurality of air handling slots .
